dealer in Leadenhall Market, London, against 
whom they had directed a prosecution. A letter 
was now read from the. Association's London 
solicitors enclosing the following apology from 
the game-dealer, upon reading which the Com. 
* decided. to take no further action — I 
regret the mistake made in having — to 
me grouse from Mr in Ireland, who, [ am 
now satisfied. did not poeseas a game certificate, 
and. therefore, was not entitled to consign the 
game, and I undertake not to act again in such 
manner and shall in future be careful to satisfy 
myself before having consigned game from any 
other consignors in Ireland that they hold game 
licences or certificates. 

The Committee then dealt with correspondence 
relating to the administration of the game laws, 
shootings to let, and matters connected with the 
work of the Association’s inspectors. They also 
dealt with reported offences against the game 
laws, and ordered prosecutions in Counties An- 
trim and Kildare.

THE FRENCH HUGUENOT 
SETTLEMENT. 

The Slst report of the Deputy Keeper of the 
Public Records and Keeper of the State Papers 
in Ireland was issued on Friday 

The report contains several features of more 
| than usual interest. A Filacers Judgment Poli, 
Court of Common Pleas was discovered qvite 
recently in the Haliday collection of the Royal

It was deposited here under warrant of the 
Master of the Rolls, dated 3rd December, 1918, 
and it was then restored to its place in the series 
of Filacers Judgment Rolls, Court of Common 
Pieas, 1714—1850, which had been transferred to 
this office from the Court of Common Pleas in 
the year 1870. The roll had been improperly 
removed from the Court before 1870, and had 
remained for many years out of its proper legal 
custody, to which it has now been returned. 

A valuable collection of books of account, ete., 
of the French Huguenot churches (non-Con- 
formed). of Wood street, Lucy lane, and Peter 
street. Dublin, has been deposited here by the 


eection of the Public Records (Ireland) Act 


the Revolution, and the early Dublin settlers 
conformed to a considerable extent to the Canons 
of the Church of Ireland, and became subject 
to the Archbishop of Dublin. The Elders of 
the French Huguenst (Conformed) Churches of 
St Patrick and St. Mary, Dublin, deposited 
here in the year 1695 a series of baptismal, 
burial and marriage registers for these churches ; 
a Consistorial Act Book, 1692--1716, was pre- 
sented by Mr. Christopher Digges La Touche in 
1889. and a small, but valuable, collection of 
books wae presented by the trustees of the 
French Huguenot Fund in 1904. Another group 
commenced to settle in Dublin“ soon after the 
Williamite Revolution. The congregations 
forming this group would not conform. They 
adhered to the Huguenot form of worship and 
discipline existing on the Continent, and they 
raised and attended the (non-Conformed) 
churches of Wood street, Lucy lane, and Peter 
street. A collection of the books of these 
churches was deposited here by the Official As- 
signee, acting under an order of the Judge of 
the Court of Bankruptcy, dated 20th November 
1895. and a cash book, 1692 7, was presented 
by the executriz of Dr. J. J. Digges La Touche 
in 1907. The books now deposited by the 
Governor of the Bank of Ireland, forming the 
second collection for the non-Conformed 
churches, are written in the French language, 
and furnish interesting information concerning 
the rty, church management, and sustenta- 
tion charities, ete., of these congregations from 
1780.

otf Dublin and Glendalough, Clonfert and 
Macduagh, Limerick, Ardfert and Aghadoe, and 
and Kilfenora, together with the por- 
tione of the Dioeeses of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross, 
Cashe! and Emly, and Waterford and Lismore, 
remaining over from the previous year, were en- 
amined and arranged.

Mr. J. Smyth, B.A. B. e., secretary and 
treasurer of the Ulster National Teachers’ 
Union, reviewed the reasons which led to the 
formation of such a bo The trouble arose 
from the affiliation of the I.N.T.O. with the 
Trish Trades Congréts, They in Ulster objecten 
to that affiliation, because they could not ap- 
prove of the political aims and aspirations of 
the Irish Trades Congress, This Congress de- 
manded that the Army of Occupation should. be 
withdrawn, eelf-determination for Ireland, the 
overthrow of- the capitalist systern, and the 
establishment of ayndicaliam. Its ideal form of 
government was the Russian Soviet, and, in 
fact, they all knew that it sympathised with 
every movement of a revolutionary nature for 
the upsetting of the constituted Government of 
the country. No loyal teacher could remain in 
that body, for the I.N.T.O. was a constituent 
part of the Irish Trades Congress, and their 
funds had been used to further its policy. 
That being so, the loyal teachers had either 
to secede from the INTO. or the 
IN. T.O. had to secede from the Irish 
Trades Congress. They from Ulster had 
tried to persuade the LN.T.O. to die 
connect themeelves from the Irish Trades Con- 
gress, and they had even gone so far as to 
suggest that the teachers should retire during 
the discussion of political matters by the Con- 
greas, but both of these requests were refused, 
and there was, therefore, nothing for them 
but to leave the IN.T.O. Continuing. Mr. 
Smyth recalled the parallel of the formation of 
the General Council, of Irish County Councils, 
from which the loyal Councils of Ulster had 
been forced to secede for “very similar 
reasons.” He denied that the disunion was 
caused by them. It had in reality been caused 
by those who had changed the character of the

‘CHEMICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


LECTURE BY MR. A. O’FARRELLY, 

The opening meeting of the Scientific and Do- 
bating Society of the Royal College of Science 
for Ireland was held in the College, Dublin, 
on Saturday evening, the chair being occupied 
by the Dean, Professor H. H. Jeffcott, B. A. I. 
There was a large attendance. 

Mr. O’Farrelly, M. A., F.LC., gave a lecturs 
en Same Chapters in Chemical Development. 
The leeture began with an illustration of the 
action of twa gases on one another with ihe 
production of a. new substance, and it wns 
pointed out how the explanation of a simple 
experiment like this involved the fundamentai 
ideas underlying modern chemistry. The pro- 
blems to be solved by the chemist included the 
investigation of the various methods by which 
a substance can be obtained, and the devising 
of new methods to prepare new substances, and 
the exact stady of their properties. They were 
also studied from the utilitarian standpoint, 
and it was noted if they had properties render- 
ing them useful to the engineer, agriculturist, 
medical doctor, dyer Sir Humphry Davy’s 
simple experiment on the production of metals 
by the electric current, and Moissan's e:mple 
electric furnace, were developed into 
CeRacs for obtaining metals such as 
aluminium, and other valuable products 
as calcium carbide, carborundum, and 
various fertilisers for the soil, by utilising 
electric current cheaply produced by water- 
power. The production of nitro-glycerine from 
glycerine, formerly a wast@ product in the soap 
industry. led aleo to remarkable results. Other 
explosive substances, such as gun-cotton, pierie 
acid. T.N.T., and tetryl, were afterwards pro- 
duced The methods for obtaining such sub- 
stances were indicated, and their utility m 
quarrying, tunnelling, and mining pointed out. 
Sir William Perkin’s preparation of the first 
synthetic dye in 1856 foreshadowed an industry 
| which had attained immense importance, and in 
| which waste products of little value were trans- 
| formed by the chemist’s art into valuable dyes

for that industry, this being ‘the first such 
Council formed in This country. The Council 
had also to report that it had formed the Dublin 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and the Dublin 
Wholesale Wine and Spirit Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, which have been affiliated to the Federa- 
tion during the year.

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GOLDSMITHS’ CORPORA- 
TION OF IRELAND. 
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ONE OF DUBLIN'S ANCIENT 


GUILDS, 

The members of the Goldsmiths’ Corporation 
of Ireland, vith some invited guests, dined to- 
gether on Saturday evening at the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, it being the first assembly of the 
kind for five years. This ancient Guild, whose 
charter was granted by Charles I. in 1637, wes 
originally established for the purpose of hall- 
marking all articles of gold and silver wares 
that were brought to their offices for marking. 
It has sealously discharged its duties for over 
280 yoars, and is still as vigilant as ever in 
detecting and punishing fraudulent ball- 
markers. The original charter and seal, & copy 
of its roll of members, with the wardens’ and 
members“ oaths, were exhibited, and on the 
table were specimens of antique silver bowls, 
potato rings, and other articles, the property 
of the Corporation. 

In the unavoidable absence of the Master of 
the Guild (Mr. West), the chair was taken by 
Mr. George Cronly. Other members present 
were :—Mr. George Thornly, senior warden; Mr. 
Albert Le Bas, junior warden; Mr. James C. 
Wallace, secretary; Mr. Cherles Lamb, trea- 
eurer; Mr. William Lamb, auditor; Mr. Thomas 
Supple, treasurer of the benevolent fund; Mr. 
John White, Mr. Alfred Kapp, Mr. Henry 
Moulang, Mr. L. Bailey, Mr. McConnell. The 
3 members of the trade were present — 

essrs. J. H. Whelan (Messrs. Johnson, Ltd.), 
John Chancellor, J. Sherrin, (Messrs. West and 
Co.), A. J. White, Rathmines; also Mr. George 
Fletcher, Depertment of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction (honorary member), and Cap- 
tain Coulter, Director of Training, Appointments 
and Training Branch, Ministry of Labour. 

The toast of The King was duly honoured. 

Mr. Fletcher, proposing ‘‘ Success to the Gold. 
smiths’ Corporation,” referred to the fact that 
he had been for ten years an honorary member 
of the Corporation, and that he was the first 
member who did not belong to the trade who 
had been admitted to the Guild for a space of 
two hundred years. The Guild was an old and 
dignified one—one of the very few associations 
which had for its principal object the preserva- 
tion of the public interest. Although charters 
were granted by the Crown in 1637 and in 1688 
conferring upon the Goldsmiths’ Company the 
regulation of the trade in Ireland, a Royal 
charter had been granted long. previously. 
Craftsmen were recorded in the City of Dublin 
as far back as the end of the twelfth century, 
and pewter plates bore the hall-mark of the 
year 1344.

the Bahamas, says The 
Times, where a new itgue js about to appear in 
a design incorporating, ts addition to the Royal 
portrait, the badge and mmtio of the colony. 
Five values comprise the serics—namely, Id., 
1d., Ad., 3d., and IS., recees printed in large 
format and in single colours. Another new issue 
reported by the seemi-official ‘‘ Colonial Journal 
is the le. stamp of St. Lucia in the current-type, 
but printed in brown like the same value of St. 
Vincent. It is understood that the paper on 
which these and other recent British colonial 
elamps are printed is thinner and harder in 
eubstance than that previously employed. The 
latest supply of yellow dyed stamp peper is said 
to be of a distnctly greenish shade. 

If the report that the printing and issue of all 
colonial war tax stamps has been disecon- 
tinued proves to be correct the latest examples 
received from the West Indies are likely to be a 
sound investment. The last Bahamas series 
(London overprint in two lines) hae already 
been advanced in price, By the last mail from 
Grand Turk came the current 3d. stamp of the 
Turks and Caicos Isiands locally overprinied 

‘war tax in black from the same setting of 
type as the recently chronicled Id. There. are 
still one or two poethumous war tax stampe 
to appear, of which specimen copies have 
been circulated, including Jamaica id. and 3d., 
overprinted war stamp in one line of 
sansserif capitals in red. 

New Zealand is to have a complete new series 
of postage stamps, which will also be available 
for use in her island dependencies in the South 
Pacific, and will be issued almost immediately. 
This will do away with the specially overprinted 
stamps al present supplied by the Government 
printing office at Wellington to the local ad- 
ministrations of Aitutaki, Niue, Penrhyn 
Island, Raratonga, and Samoa, beneath whose 
philatelic record tho word fins may accord. 
ingly be inecribed 

Although the outcome of one of the “tide 
shows of the Great War, the provisional post- 
age stamps issued in Bushire under British oc- 
cupation in August and September, 1915, are 
numbered among the rarest of British 
stamps. The extremely scarce September issue

2 drachmae. Turkey, by the way, ie shortly to 
be provided with a new postage stamp issue, in 
place of the present Austrian product, which will 
be printed in London, like the handsome 
pictorial issue of 1914. The new design ie attri-

A secret emulsion, writes the Duily News, 
which it is claimed will make colour photography 
possible for the million, and also threaten the 
supremacy of the black and white film of the 
cinema theatre, is about to be introduced into 
this country. it is the invention of a Russian 
professor- Dr. 8. M. Prokudin Goiskt-—who has 
been engaged in photo-chemical research tor 
some years. 

it ie claimed that all the difficulties of colour 
photography have been overcome. One of the 
chief problems was to make the process capable 
of snap-shot as well as ~ time nm work, This 
problem has been solved, and the exposure can 
be as rapid as with the ordinary emulsion, thus 
fitting the invention tor cinema work. 

I, is claimed also that the amateur 
photographer will merely have to provide him- 
self with a apecial camera designed for colour 
work aud plates or films covered with the secret 
emulsion. After exposing in the ordimary way 
he will then have to reconcile himself to de. 
veloping with three separate solutions and 
printing will be rather more complicated than 
with the usual paper, but he is promised a ro- 
sult which will reproduce natural colours with- 
out any of the crudity of some colour pro- 
"The invention is in the hands of the Cinema 
Artists’ Association of Holland Park, London, 
who intend to develop it on án estate which 
they have bought at Byfleet, in Kasex, and 
fitted with laboratories and studios. The cost 
of a colour film is expected to be only 15 per 
vent. to BÓ per cent. higher than that of the 
ordinary black and white type. The special 
camera and plates will be put on the market, 
it ie hoped, in a few months.
